1959  to  1943  inclusive.  Interim  Reports  were  made  in 

accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 

which  directed  that  the  issue  of  full  Reports  should  be 

deferred  until  after  the  termination  of  the  VJar. 

*» 

1'he  continuance  of  peace  time  administration  daring 
1953-1939  presented  very  great  difficulties,  as,  with  a  staff 
which  was  no  more  than  adequate  for  peace  time  needs  there 
were  added  the  Onerous  duties  of  organising  a  civilian 
casualty  service  for  war  and  of  training  the  personnel. 

On  tne  outbreak  of  war  the  establishment  of  first 
aid  posts  and  their  equipping  mid  staffing  became  the  immediate 
problem.  The  Scheme  had  not  matured  to  the  extent  of, providing 
for  buildings  and  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  and  adapt  temporary 
accommodation.  With  the  exception  of  the  Local  Authority's 

Fire  Station  ambulances  none  were  available  for  the  transport  of

The  vital  statistics  for  are  evidence  of  a  satisfactory 

standard  of  health  in  the  Borough.  The  general  death  rate  is  well 
below  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  and  the  Smaller  Towns,  and  i-ne 
infant  mortality  rate  is  one  of  the  lowest  on  recorc,  for  the  noro  g-  . 
The  maternal  mortality  and  still  birth  rates  are  slightly  above  the 
general  rates  for  the  Country  but  it  may  be  noted  that  the  maternal 
mortality  was  entirely  from  causes  other  than  sepsis. 

The  case  rates  for  notifiable  diseases  are  lower  than  the 
rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  the  Smaller  Towns ,  and  it  is

satisfactory,  that  there  have  been  no  deaths  from  any  of  tne  zymotic 
diseases  with  the  exception  of  enteritis  (under  2  years) . 

Until  the  outbreak  of  war  there  was  no  interruption  in  the 
sanitary  work  of  the  Department,  but,  afterv^ards  particular  difficulties 
were  experienced  in  obtaining  house  repaifs.  Supervision  of  milk 
and  other  foods  and  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  were  continued, 
but  the  closing  of  the  slaughtef  houses  and  the  importation  of  all 
meat  from  other  areas  eliminated  the  inspection  of  meat  in  the  Borough

Population 


Owing  to  changes  in  the  pre-war  procedure  of  assigning 
transferable  births  and  deaths  on  and  after  October  1st,  two  estimates 
of  population  have  been  computed  by  the  Registrar  General,  namely  :- 

(a)  For  calculation  of  birth  rates  38,260. 

(b)  For  calculation  of  death  rates  and  incidence  of  notifiable 

•diseases  88,74.0. 


In  previous  years  the  Registrar  General’s  estimates  of 
population,  and  the  annual  increases  based  on  them  have  been  below  the 
estimates  and  increases  locally  compiled,  but  the  Registrar  General’s 
estimate  for  the  year' under  review  shows  a  greater  increase  in 
population  than  the  local  estimate,  namely  1,910  as  compared  with995  * 
The  local  estimate  of  population,  however,  remains  higher  than  that 
of  the  Registrar  General’s  by  1,804.  In  calculating  trie  local  estimate 
no  account  has  been  taken  of  change  in  population  due  to  war  conditions. 


Transferable  births  and  deaths. 

Up  to  September  80th  1959  the  pro-war  practice  of 
transference  of  births  to  the  Areas  of  the  mothers’  usual  residence 
and  of  deaths  to  the  Area  of  usual  residence  was  maintained. . 

From  and  after  Uctober  1st  in  the  case  of  persons  tempo  ra  rip 

residing  away  from  home  on  account  of  the  war,  assignment  of  deaths 

was  to  the  Areas  of  temporary  residence;  assignment  of  births,  for 

the  purpose  of  calculating  birth  rates  was  continued  in  accordance 

with  previous  practice,  but  for  the  calculations  of  infant  and 

maternal  mortalities  assignment  was  to  the  Area  of  temporary  residence 
of  the  mother. 


Births . 

The  live  birth  rate  for  the  year  after  adjustment  for 
inwards  and  outwards  transfers  is  14.45  per  1,000  population  as 
compared  with  15*02  for  1938.  The  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and 
for  the  Smaller  'Towns  for  1939  a-re  15  and  is* 6  respectively.

Deaths . 

The  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  Borough  is  576  as 

compared  with  J44  for  lQpB  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  9*52  per 

1,000  population  as  compared  with  12.1  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  under  review  is  approximately 

the  same  as  for  the  previous  year.  Fewer  deaths  were  registered  under 

the  heads  pneumonia,  nephritis  and  congenital  conditions  but  there  is 

a  marked  increase  in  the  deaths  from  heart  and  other  circulatory 

*/ 

diseases  and  from  cerebral  haemorrhage. 

By  reference  to  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  greatest 
number  of  deaths  was  registered  in  the  first  quarter  and  that  the 
highest  rate  occurred  in  haney  Ward. 

The  mortality  rate  for  pneumonia  is  .26  as  compared  with 
.52  for  the  previous  year,  bo  deaths  were  registered  as  caused  by 
any  of  the  zymotic  diseases  with  the  exception  of  enteritis  (under 
2  years) .

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  existing  arrangements  were  continued,  unchanged  until  the  out¬ 
break  of  war  when  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  centre  in  Holland 
Street  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Co  ncil  for  the  purpose  of  an 
ambulance  depot,  an  arrangement  which  had  been  made  on  the  assumption 
that  the  proposed  new  maternity  and  child  welfare  centre  would  be 

completed  in  the  Autumn.  The  maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics  were 

va 

transferred  to  the  school  medical  centre.  The  need  for  avoiding  large 
concentrations  of  ■women  and  children  and  their  travelling  long  distances 
from  their  hones  led -to  the  establishment  of  additional  maternity  and 
child  v/lef  are  centres  at  Bole  mere  .and  Hill.  At  Bolc.mere  suitable 
accommodation  was  found  at  the  old  infants  school  and  at  Hill  the 
ground  floor  rooms  of  the  Head  Teacher's  house  were  available. 

A  weekly  session  was  held  at  each  of  these  emergency  centres  and 
the  Medical  Officer  attended  at  each  centre  on  alternate  .weeks .  Osin 
to  the  large  attendance  however  at  the  medical  Officer's  clinics  these

Four  of  the  midwives  practising  in  the  Borough, 
of  whom  were  employed  by  the  Local  Authority  surrendered  their 
certificates  in  July  1939*  To  replace  these  two  relief

midwives  were  engaged  until  the  midwives  permanently  took  up

The  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  midwifery, 
under  the  agreement  with  the  County  Council  as  set  out  in  my 
Report  for  1998  were  continued.  Your  Committee  had  under 
consideration,  however,  the  termination  of  the  agreement  and 
resolved  to  that  effect  at  -their  meeting  in  December.

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Maternal  Mortality. 


Two  maternal  deaths  from  causes  other  than  sepsis  were 
assigned  to  the  Borough. 

This  gives  a  total  maternal  mortality  rate  and  a  rate  for 
causes  other  than  sepsis  of  3*43  per  1,000  total  births  (live  and  still) 
The  rate  for  sepsis  is  nil4.  The  corresponding  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  are  2.82  and  2.08. 

Both  cases,  raultiparas  aged  3 6  and  40,  were  under  the  care 
of  private  practitioners,  and  were  removed  to  the  Maternity  Hospital, 
Birmingham  where  they  died,  the  causes  of  death  being  haemorrhage  (I), 
and  toxaemia  (1) .

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Public  Health  Act  1956.  Nursing  Homes  -  Registration. 


Two  applications  for  registration  in  respect  of  Nursing 
Homes  were  received  during  the  year.  One  application  was  approved 
but  the  second  was  subsequently  withdrawn.  Eight  persons  in  respect 
of  7  nursing  homes  and  one  maternity  home  were  on  the  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  At  one  of  the  nursing  homes  maternity  cases 
were  taken  in  addition  to  medical  and  surgical  cases. 

An  urgent  need  is  filled  by  one  of  the  nursing  homes  in 
the  Borough  which  receives  elderly  patients  only,,  with  or  without 
chronic  ailments,  at  reasonable  charges.  The  resources  of  the  home 
are  devoted  entirely  to  this  type  of  patient  and  no  acute  medical 
or  surgical  cases  are  admitted. 

Owing  to  pressure  of  other  work  I  have  been  unable  to 
pay  any  visits  of  inspection  during  the  year,  but  the  homes  have 
been  kept  under  supervision  by  the  Senior  Health  Visitor,  who  for 
this  purpose  paid  16  visits.  The  equipment,  staffing  ancl  conduct 
of  the  homes  were  found  to  be  entirely  satisfactory. 

The  detection  of  unregistered  homes  is  dependent  for 
the  most  part  on  information  obtained  by  the  Public  Health  Staff  in 
the  usual  course  of  their  duties  and  on  reports  from  outside  interested 
.sources.  In  this  connection  a  death  or  birth  at  a  private  adaress  o', 
than  jse  the  home  address  of  tye  patient  is  always  regarded  as  a  rna t  r 
for  investigation,  ii o  evidence  of  deliberate  evasion  of  rcgi.n 


has  coine  to. notice  during  the  year,  and  it  is  probable  that 
unauthorised  nursing  homes  would  gain  little  or  no  public 
support  in  view  of  the  excellent  nursing  proyision  available 


in  the  registered  homes. 

Difficulties  are  occasionally  experienced  in  regard 
to  lodging  houses  where  invalids  and  old  people,  who  might 
be  regarded  as  requiring  nursing  attention  are  admitted.  Each  of 


such  cases  is  considered  on  its  merits  and  any  infringements 
of  the  Act  have  been  dealt  with  satisfactorily  by  informal 
action.  The  reception  of  maternity  cases  in  private  houses 
is  occasionally  explained  by  relationship  with  the  family.

'Thirteen  samples  from  six  shallow  wells  used  for  domestic 
supples  were  analysed  during  the  year  -  seven  bacteriologically 
and  six  chemically.  Five  of  the  well  waters  ’were  found  to  be 
polluted  and  unsafe  for  domestic  use,  and  as  a  result  of  informal 
action  two  of  the  wells  we re  replaced  by  mains  supply  and  two  were 
reconditioned  and  protected.  The  remaining  well  had  been  sunk 
recently  as  part  of  a  reconditioning  scheme  to  replace  the  polluted 
well  supply  of  3  cottages  represented  as  unfit  for  habitation.

Three  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  baths  at 


KeeperTs  fool  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  analysis  during  the 
bathing  season.

In  the  erlier  part  of  the  year  communicating  openings 
haa  been  made  between  the  fool  and  baths  with  a  view  to  allowing  a 
free  interchange  of  water  and  -so  ensuring  better  dilution  and 
‘purification  of  the  water  in  the  baths.

very  satisfactory  for  the  year.  Only  seven  cases  occurred  which 
gives  a  case  rate  of  .18  as  compared  with  1.14  for  England  and
